The Law and cAlimony? |

QUALITY of the sexes is more 
E firmly established in this coun- 
try to-day than ever before. It 
hasn't yet reached the stage where ali- 
mony can fall to all persons equally. 
A recent case in 

court proved the 


principle of this 
law. A young man 
sued for divorce. 
His wife had much 
more money than 
he. Because wom- 
en, under the law, 
are entitled to at 
least temporary 
alimony, pending 
the outcome of 
their action, this 
man asked the 
same provision. In 
asking the Cours 
to order his wife 
to pay him alimony and counsel fees 
to defend himself, he resorted to the 
same rights as a woman.: 

The Court denied his request, al- 
though it haf been proven that she 
was worth many thousands of dollars 
and he did not have much. Unlike 
the Thibetan husband, wh the men 
Jar outnumber the wome/ and each 
woman is reported to have sevéral hus- 
bands, the law here does not entitle 
a husband to any part of his wife's 
property. There are certain exceptions, 
of course. It has been held in some 
cases where the husbands were invalids 


ee 


or deprived of all their life’s earnings 
that they be given some consideration. 

There are very few alimony-hunting 
husbands, however, who are given any 
consideration by the Court. Many men 
who have been in jail because they have 
not paid their alimony feel that the 
law is rather strict with them. A man 
feels. indignant when he is sent to jail 
on his wife’s charge for failure to pro- 
vide alimony. The law is rather strict 
on this point and as long as it remains 
so the men will have to live up to it. 

One man who was married rather 
young appeared in court. to. answer his 
wife’s demands for alimony. He stated 
that they never had any children. 
When they were divorced he had given 
her all he had. 


Although the wife was as young and 
as strong as the husband, it did seem 
that under the circumstances it was an 
injustice to force a man to support his 
wife. The man who is out of work 
certainly can not accumulate enough 
money to give to his alimony-seeking 
wife. Staying in. jail does not solve the 
problem, neither for her nor. for him. 

There are plenty of instances where 
men have rebelled at paying alimony 
where the woman did not deserve. it. 
Many a time a man will put himself to 
blame.so as to please his wife. 
him in prison because he does not have 
money to. pay his alimony looks like a 
direct “flouting of the Constitution, 
which provides that no» man shall be 
imprisoned because he can not meet 
his financial obligations.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 24—(U.P) 
—Unusual attention was attracted 
tonight as the twenty-third an-° 
nual convention of the National} 
Probation association opened heret 
to consider various modern meth- 
ods of law enforcement and treat- 
ment for criminals. | 

Additional interest was due 
mainly to the faci that George 
W. Wickersham, recently appoint- 
ed by President Hoover as chair- 
man of the committee investigat- 
ing law enforcement, ig president | 
of the association. 

Approximately 300 delegates — 
judges, juveNile workers and those 
engaged in social service—were 
present at the opening session, 
featured by an address on ‘Pre- 
ventative Justice and the Law” by 
Dean Justin Miller of University 
of Southern California's law 
school 

In an address of welcome, Su- 
perior Judge C. J. Goodell of San 
Francisco stressed the arenes 
of probation ‘‘as an integral part 
of justice, which, if administered 
with intelligence and discrimina-1 
tion, is necessary not only ag a 
curative or preveltive measure 
but more important, as a preven-{ 
tive of crime.” |

trouble may be restored to good 
citizenship through the probation 
system if checked in time and
